"I passed close to the man and wo-

His hand wa.-» on her 
stioulder. She had dark clothing on. 
I know it was not white- I can't spec- 
ify a particular shade. I didn't no- 
tice her in the audience after 1 saw 
her in the hall. She wore a hat. Her 
eyes and hair were dark. She was 
rather tall- 
I am positive the ladv I 


saw in the hall is the one to whom the 
Indian chief gave the ring. 
"I got my subpoena in Coshocton 


I didn't just happen to be here. I 
came because I was requested to 
to do so by Mr. Roche 
He promised 
to pay my expenses if I wouid come. 
He has given me some money. He 
gave me $15 Saturday and I have re- 
ceived $10 since. 
"I always put the lights out at the 


opera house after a show was o^er. 
There was a light in Diamond Jack's 
office the evening I saw them in the 
hall. A good many women came to 
bis office. I do not know why ihev 
came- 


you can see what it bas done.' I could 
not say what day it was." 


On cross examination she said: '-I 


did not think it was the right kind of 
conduct for them. I do not remember 
the date. 1 am respectable. 1 always 
have been so. My husband and I did 
not live together beTore we were mar- 
ried. I knew that his former wife 
had begun suit for divorce." 


The attorneys here became involved 
in a lively tilt concerning the ques- 
tions put by Mr. Merrell to tbe wit- 
ness. Judge Hunter wanted her to 
answer and Attorney- Adams made a 
reuiark which he did" not like. Judge 
Ea*on said the controversy must stop. 
He said there had been too many side 
remarks of the attorneys on both sides 
and toid Mr. Adams if he did not take 
care of himseif the court would do so. 


The cross examination continue-J: 
"It is bard to tell what people talked 
about. I knew the charge had been 
made. I did not bother about it. I 
was then living on Second street. Ben 
was not living with me then. He 
boarded with me after he was di- 
vorced. He slept in the news stand." 
Mr. Merrell questioned her again 
and asked if it wasn't onlv two or 
three months after he was divorced 
until she and Ben were married. 


Captain James objected and Judge 
Hunter read the law on the noint. 


Judge Eason said: 
"I'll just say 
this. This kind of testimonv is liable 
to come up several times. I know it 
is in the discretion of the court to 
exclude it but I never have known 
where that,discretion was exercised. 
Witnesses may be inquired of concern- 
ing their criminal record."

1 never had occasion to go 
around there except on this time 
Therefore 1 couldn't see whether tbe 
blinds were down. 
Schaeffer entered 
tbe Helter house at times tbe back 
way. 


1 knew Schaeffer. I noticed anoth- 


er man go into the bouse abour the 
last of June or tbe first of July. I was 
in the lot when i saw this man go in 
tbe kitchen door. He had dark hair, 
very heavy dark mustache, about six 
feet high and 'rom 32 to 35 years old. 
It was not Mr. Roche.

Mr. Rausch conducted the cross ex- 
amination.

This man was dressed in a dark 
suit with cutaway coat and dark bat. 
tie didn't look like a working man. 


"1 don't remember seeing anv other 
persons in the neighborhood' that 
night. I usually went to the Helter 
lot after supper and worked as long as 
1 could see."

brought out nothing new.

table. While the public is slow to ac- 
cept the results of such investigations, 
friends of the reform movement find com- 
fort in the fact that sanitary chemistry 
has become a recosaized course cf study 
at the leading educational institutions ot 
the country.

A CUP DEFENDER'S RIGGING

The accurate measurement of the 


strength of the various materials used 
In the everyday work of the world has 
become an important feature of the 
routine of technical schools. Ordluarl- 
ly such tests have only a. commercial 
significance, but the recent tests of the 
ropes of the New Yort Yacht club's 
cup defender. Constitution, and the 
eauvas of Mr. Thouias \V. Lawson's 
Independence which have been rvceut- 
ly made In the engineering laboratory 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology will iu a measure help to decide 
whether the American yachtsmen are 
to retain the cup or see it carried off 
by their English cousins. 


Testa of cloth and small cords are 


made iu a small machine which will 
carry a weight of l,2ut> pounds. The 
ends of a. strip of canvas, for example, 
are firuily fixed iu su-el jaws, which 
are suspended iu a vertical frame be- 
twefii a lower and au upptr hook. 
Wheu the power is thrown on the ma- 
chine, the lower hook is drawn lower 
by means of a strew worm, giving a 
pull on the cloth amounting to a cun- 
slaiuly increasing Ipau which is meas- 
ured in pounds by an arrangement like 
that of the platform scales used for 
weighing coal and hay. The weight is 
increased until the strip of cloth gives 
way. 
and from the record of the last 


measurement the strength of the whole 
width of the cloth is computed. 


A similar but more powerful ma- 


chine, with the scales attached to the 
bottom instead of the top. will carry a 
weight of about 25.000 pounds and is 
used for breaking rope up to an inch in 
diameter. For larger rope a mammoth 
hydraulic testing machine is used, ex- 
erting, by means of oil pumped through 
pipes, either a crushing or a pulliug 
strength of 100.000 pounds. A ravel- 
Ing from the canvas of the main sheet 
of the Independence is so strong that 
It is practically impossible to break it 
with the bare hands. Tied in a bow- 
line and tested with two lead pencils 
on a proper fulcrum, one of the penciij 
was broken short off with only a small 
leverage.

Baby Farming at Kansas City. 


Kansas City. July 31.—A baby farm, 


situated in a one-story set of flats in 
a low-lying part of the city, where at 
least three infants have been willfully 
starred to death, has been disclosed 
by the police. In one place, where the 
husband is blind and his sister, also 
sightless, supported the family by 
begging, three babies secured from a 
local female physician have died with- 
in the past few days and have been 
buried at the expense of the city. The 
death certificates assert in each case 
that death was due to starvation. At 
anotaer place four babies, none over 
a few months old, were found, and at 
two other places a child each was dis- 
closed. At still another place a poor 
family had fostered four babies within 
a year, all of which had died. They 
had been secured, it was asserted, 
from a private hospital. In each in- 
stance the persons had been hired to 
board the infants for a pittance. They 
were surrounded with squalor and 
hail starved. The grand jury will be 
asked to make an investigation.

Marion Erwin of Georgia, the «pe- 


cial assistant attorney general of the 
United States, filed bills in the United 
States court of the southern district 
of New York and of the district ol 
Xew Jersey against O. M. Carter and 
Lorenzo D. Carter, his uncle. Under 
these bills a temporary receiver was 
appointed for properties in N'ew York 
and N'ew Jersey. I. Stanton Carter, a 
brother of O. M. Carter, is also made 
a party to the bill. 


The bill seeks a decree declaring 


that certain property held in New 
York by the defendants was purchas- 
ed with the funds intrusted to Cap- 
tain Carter as a disbursing officer and 
by him, through conspiracy with the 
contractors, fraudulently converted to 
his own u«e. The property, it is 
charged, is being held by Carter's 
uncle and brother for his benefit, while 
he is serving out his sentence in-the 
penitentiary for the fraud. 


Under the bill Judge Edward B. 


Thomas, presiding in the United 
States court, issued an order for serr- 
ice by publication on the nonresident 
defendants for appearance Sept. 12, 
1901. 
and Frank W. Hubby was ap- 


pointed temporary receiver for the 
Eighth avenue property, not disturb- 
ing the tenants therein until the non- 
resident parties can be heard. A sim- 
ilar order was made by Judge Andrew 
Klrkpatrick. appointing Mr. Hubby 
temporary receiver in the New Jersey 
district with like powers as to Orange, 
X. J.. property. 


Glenn Jury Disagreed. 


Parkersburg. W. Va., July 31.—The
